3. John Dorland, born 19 Feb., 179, in Hempstead; died 5 June, 1833, in Adolphus- 
town; marr. 1st 30 Jan., 1770, Elizabeth Ricketson, born 8 Sep., 17513 died 
13 Nov., 1819; marr. 2nd Sarah Smith Farmer. Resided in Beekman; after the 
Revolution, in Adolphustow. Quaker (called U. E. Loyalist, as he favored the 
British. Took no active part in the war) (Said to have accompanied his brother 
Philip and sisters Mary, Letty and Anna and perhaps his brother Thomas in their 
removal from New York by water to Adolphustown after the peace), Settled on 
Hay Bay.

the Dorlands.-- Philip lorland, clerk of the first tovn meeting, was gxa 
ene of the pioneers who landed in 1784, at Adolphustown, and was one of t 
commissioners for suppling the inhabitants with the food furmished by the 
British Government. He located on « farm on the Bay of Quinte a mile or 
two west of where the village of Adolphustown now stands. Later on he 
moved to Wellington, Pringé Bdwu@d Co., where he died. He was born at bee- 
kman, N. XY. , in 1755, and at Wellington in 1814. there are a large 
mumber of descendants in Prince Edward and elsewhere. He was elected : 
member of Legislature for Lennox and Prince idward, to the first Upper 


Canada Parliment in i792; being a Quaker he would not take an oath of 


any kind, such as was required then. His seat wes declared vacant and 
Major Vanalstine elected in his stead. His property in New YorkState was 


confiscated because of his loyalty tothheBritish Crown. He was a farmer. 
the first QuarkerSociety formed in Upper Canada was organized at his hou- 
-se inAdolphustown in 3798, a committee of the New York yearly meeting and 
Nine Partners ( N. Y. ) quarterly being present for that purpose. ‘homa 
Dorland, whose name appears in some capacity in nearly every yearly town 
meeting for years, Duchess Co.,N.Y., in 3759 and appears to have taken 
an active part in the British Ranks, came to Upper Canada with Philip 
in 178@, settled in Adolphustown, on a fam nearly opposite Glenora, on 
the Bay Shore, where he lived and died in 1832. He was for years 
Captain of the Lemox Battalion of Militia, and took an actgve part near 
1 


Kingston during the war of 1812-14. He was elected to Parliment at an ear 
-ly time, and the original copy of the Upper Canada statutes he had, prin- 


-ted in 1802, is still kept by his descendants. He was a Justice of 
Peace, and held Magristrate's Court at an early time in Adolphustown. He 


was one of the few pioneers who bréught negro slaves with him, some of 
whom were in the family as late asl1818, if not lager. It is said he broug 


“ht twenty. It is a tradition that some of his slaves refused to reveal 

his hiding place during the closing times of the xebellion even when threa 
-~tened with hanging. Col. Samuel Dorland was a son of his, and was colonel 
of the Lennox xegiment of Militia till the time of his death in the fifties 
He too took an active part in the war of 1812-14, having charge @x of ac- 


ompany near Kingston. Samuel thought he was the first white male child 
born in the township. Major Peter Dorland was another son. Both lived ané 
died in the township. Capt. Yhos. Dorland was a Quarker, but joined the 
Church of England later in life, about 1826. there are a large number of 


descendants yet in the county. A great-grandson, HAE Redford Dorland, is 

now township clerk&#x (1899) and has been for years. A grandson, the late 

John FP. Dorland, was deeve for years. fwo others of the grandsons were
